WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama on 
Sunday pursued a coast-to- 
coast campaign blitz through 
key battlegrounds, looking to 
energize Democrats and 
stave off a likely drubbing in 
looming midterm elections. 

"This is a tough political 
environment,” he told a 


cheering crowd during a 
campaign trip on Friday in 
Delaware, home patch of 
Vice President Joe Biden. ”1 
need you all to keep on fight¬ 
ing.” 

With the November 2 con¬ 
test set to turn on deep voter 
anger at the sour US econ¬ 
omy, high joblessness, and 
soaring home foreclosures, 
Obama has been warning that 
his Republican foes will only 
make things worse. 

”The other side wants you 
to believe that this election is 
simply a referendum on the 
current state of the economy, 
but make no mistake,” he 
said. ’’This election is a 
choice. And the stakes could¬ 
n’t be higher.”

China Sea. 

It was then expected to hit 
China, becoming the coun¬ 
try’s strongest typhoon this 
year and prompting the 
weather agency to issue its 
second-highest level of alert, 
the state-run Xinhua news 
agency reported. 

China warned its vessels to 
take shelter in ports and urged 
local authorities to prepare for 
emergencies caused by wind 
and rain, the report said. 

Megi could uproot trees, 
blow away houses made of 
light material, trigger land¬ 
slides and cause storm surges 
in coastal areas, Philippine 


authorities said as they began 
evacuating people from vul¬ 
nerable areas. 

It is expected to hit the 
northern province of Ca¬ 
gayan on Monday, and as of 
Sunday afternoon was al¬ 
ready 450 kilometres (388 
miles) east of the area, the 
state weather bureau said. 

The storm was packing 
maximum winds of 195 kilo¬ 
metres an hour near the centre 
and gusts of up to 230 kilome¬ 
tres an hour, making it a super 
typhoon, forecasters said. 

’’Some are still gauging 
the situation, but those who 
are living in low areas have 
voluntarily gone to higher 
ground,” said Benito Ramos, 
head of the National Disaster 
Risk Reduction and Manage¬ 
ment Council.

Saudis warn Europeans 
of terrorist threat 


PARIS (AFP) - Saudi secu¬ 
rity services warned several 
days ago about an Al-Qaeda 
threat to Europe and in par¬ 
ticular France, French Inte¬ 
rior Minister Brice Hortefeux 
said Sunday. 

Several days ago Euro¬ 
pean intelligence agencies re¬ 
ceived ”a new message from 
the Saudi services which in¬ 
dicated that Al-Qaeda's 
branch on the Arabian Penin¬ 
sula was possibly active or 
planned to be active” and was 
targeting ’’the European con¬ 
tinent and in particular 
France”, Hortefeux said in a 
radio and television inter¬ 
view. 

’’The threat is real and we 
remain alert,” said the minis¬ 
ter, adding that France's secu¬ 
rity threat level remains at 
one level below the highest 
level of scarlet. 

The Saudi warning fol¬ 
lows several warnings in the 
past weeks. 

Hortefeux said on Sep¬ 
tember 9 there was a warning

Calling on everyone to submit their naturalization petitions in time 

Cabinet of the Governor preparing for 
the big influx of naturalization petitions 
in the month of December 



ORANJESTAD - The Cabi¬ 
net of the Governor of Aruba 
is forecasting a large influx of 
naturalization petitions in the 
month of December. This re¬ 
garding the change in the 
Rijkswet op het Nederlander- 
schap, The Netherlands Na¬ 
tionality Act, which will be in 
force on January 1, 2011. As 
of this date, it is mandatory 
for everyone who comes into 
remark for naturalization, to 
pass an exam in the Dutch as 
well as in the Papiamento 
language. 

The Cabinet of the Gover¬ 
nor is preparing a good filing 
process for the petitions. This 
is why it is calling on every¬ 
one who already have their 
Certification of Naturaliza¬ 
tion Exam, to file their natu¬ 
ralization petition no later 
than December 1, 2010. 

Besides the Certification 
of Naturalization Exam, 
everyone wishing to file a 
naturalization petition must 
comply with some general 
conditions and specifications 
in order to come into remark 


for naturalization. To submit 
a naturalization petition, the 
petitioner must make an ap¬ 
pointment via the Cabinet’s 
website, www.kabga.aw or 
via tel. 583-4445. 

Those who are actually 
doing their Naturalization 
Exam, it is expected that they 
will pass the exam success¬ 
fully in order to file their pe¬ 
tition in December. The 
Cabinet will have special ac¬ 


tion in order to attend the 
large group of petitioners as 
efficiently as possible. The 
moment thus actions are 
known, the Cabinet will in¬ 
form petitioners via its web¬ 
site of the proper way to file 
for naturalization. This infor¬ 
mation will be also available 
for petitioners who will re¬ 
ceive their Certification of 
Naturalization Exam from 
the Exam Buro in November.

AutoCAD arrives 
for the Mac 

Autodesk gave Mac-using 
professionals a reason to cel¬ 
ebrate back in August when it 
announced that it was bring¬ 
ing AutoCAD to the Mac and 
iOS devices. The company 
released its free, universal 
AutoCAD WS app for the 
iPad and iPhone in Septem¬ 
ber, and on Friday it released 
AutoCAD for the Mac. 

AutoCAD, a professional 
design and engineering appli¬ 
cation, has been a Windows 
PC-only product since it left 
the Mac 16 years ago. It’s 
used to model everything 
from mechanical parts, to ar¬ 
chitecture, to city infrastruc¬ 
ture. It’s the Photoshop of the 
engineering world, now once 
again available to Mac users. 

AutoCAD for Mac is 
available now and requires a 
64-bit Intel processor and OS 
X 10.5.8 or 10.6.4 (Autodesk 
lists the full system require¬ 
ments on its Website). Prices 
start at $3975, and there’s 
also a free 30-day trial avail¬ 
able. 


India seeks 
'cool jacket' 
design to help 
hot labourers 

THIRUVANANTHAPU- 
RAM (AFP) - A state in 
southern India is running a 
competition for designers to 
produce an ’’air-conditioned” 
jacket for outdoor labourers 
with prize money of more 
than 20,000 dollars up for 
grabs. 

Local authorities in Kerala 
have challenged individuals 
and research organisations to 
produce a prototype cooling 
jacket that could be used by 
workers who toil in hot 
weather. 

”If it is successful, then it 
is bound to increase their ef¬ 
ficiency as they will be in an 
air-conditioned environ¬ 
ment,” a senior official from 
the industries department, T. 
Balakrishnan, told AFP. 

He said 10 viable ideas 
would be selected by an ex¬ 
pert panel, with each inventor 
then given 100,000 rupees 
(2,200 dollars) to develop the 
concept. 

’’The winner will be 
awarded with one million In¬ 
dian rupees (22,000 dollars) 
and monetary assistance will 
be given by the state to man¬ 
ufacture the prototype,” he 
said. 

Kerala, a southern agricul¬ 
tural state famed for laid-back 
tourism and its tropical 
beaches, is not subjected to the 
extreme dry heat known on 
the plains of northern India. 

Deaths from sunstroke are 
reported each summer in 
India, when temperatures can 
push 50 degrees Centigrade 
(122 degrees Fahrenheit). 

Millions of workers from 
Kerala also leave their home¬ 
land to work in the furnace¬ 
like temperatures of the Gulf, 
often in the construction in¬ 
dustry. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
end of the world as we know 
it cannot be avoided, but it 
can be predicted, according 
to a group of astrophysicists 
who see a 50 percent chance 
of the final countdown end¬ 
ing in 3.7 billion years. 

’’Time is unlikely to end in 
our lifetime, but there is a 50 
percent chance that time will 
end within the next 3.7 bil¬ 
lion years,” according to the 
team of US and Japanese sci¬ 
entists, who are challenging a 
long-standing theory of the 
universe. 

While scientists have long 
concluded that the universe is 
expanding, and will do so for 
an infinite period of time, the 
researchers say the very rules 
of physics suggest that ”an 
eternally inflating universe” 
is far from given. 

’’The point of this paper is 
to show that certain methods 
and assumptions that have 
been widely used by physi¬ 
cists for years — most promi¬ 
nently, the use of a time 
cutoff in order to compute 
probabilities in an eternally 
inflating universe — lead to 
the conclusion that time will 


end,” Raphael Bousso of the 
University of California, 
Berkeley told AFP. 

”In other words, the time 
cutoff, which we may have 
thought was just a calcula- 
tional tool, actually behaves 
like a physical event, whether 
we like it or not,” said 
Bousso, lead author of the 
study published on arXiv.org 

Current theories of the 
universe begin with the ’’Big 
Bang,” which cast our living 
space into being some 13.7 
billion years ago in a massive 
explosion. 

Since then, theorists have 
assumed the universe will 
simply continue to expand 
forever, but have also used a 
theoretical expiration date to 
help calculate the laws and 
rules of physics. 

But Bousso and his col¬ 
leagues says the discipline 
simply cannot have it both 
ways. 

He cautioned however 
that the complex thought ex¬ 
periment and calculations 
proposed by the research 
could not be used to draw de¬ 
finitive conclusions. 

”It’s very important to un¬ 


derstand that we are not say¬ 
ing that we are certain of the 
conclusion that time will end 
(though we cannot rule out 
that it may be correct),” he 
wrote. 

But he said even if the the¬ 
ory was false, discovering 
why that was the case would 
help scientists better under¬ 
stand the universe. 

”In science, this kind of 
reasoning is often valuable: 
you realize that your reason¬ 
able-seeming theory predicts 
something that sounds crazy, 
so you have to come to grips 
with that,” he told AFP. 

’’Either you have to aban¬ 
don the theory, or you have to 
understand why the crazy¬ 
sounding thing may not actu¬ 
ally be so crazy.” 

For astrophysicist Charles 
Lineweaver, of Australian 
National University’s Mount 
Stromlo Observatory, 

Bousso’s conclusions are 
simply incorrect. 

’’Bousso’s average life of a 
universe is a set time, only 
because that’s what happens 
when you introduce a cutoff 
point to get a reasonable 
probability,” he told ABC 
Television. 

”It’s a statistical technique 
being taken probably too se¬ 
riously,” he added. 

But Bousso said he and 
his team had not invented or 
introduced anything. 

’’These cutoffs have been 
used by many leading physi¬ 
cists for years,” he told AFP. 
”We merely pointed out that 
it’s not such an innocent thing 
to do. 

’’The cutoff on time is in¬ 
evitably physical and hence 
requires a physical justifica¬ 
tion. It cannot be considered 
a mere mathematical trick.”

What is the flu? 

The flu is a contagious infec¬ 
tion of the nose, throat, and 
lungs caused by the influenza 
vims. 

Less often, it is spread 
when you touch a surface 
such as a faucet handle or 
phone that has the vims on it, 
and then touch your own 
mouth, nose, or eyes. 

Because the flu spreads 
through the air and is very 
contagious, it often strikes a 
community all at once, caus¬ 
ing an epidemic illness 

The flu usually begins 
abmptly, with a fever be¬ 
tween 102 and 106 °F. (An 
adult typically has a lower 
fever than a child.) The fever 
usually lasts for a day or two, 
but can last 5 days. 

These symptoms (except 
the cough) usually disappear 
within 4-7 days, but the 
tiredness persists for 1-2 
weeks. 

How to combat the flu? 

Vaccination is the best 
protection against contracting 
the flu. 

Everyone 6 months of age 
and older should get vacci¬ 
nated against the flu. 

Antiviral drugs are pre¬ 
scription medicines (pills, 
liquid or an inhaler) that can 
be used for prevention or 
treatment of flu vimses. 

If you get sick, antiviral 
dmgs can make your illness 
milder and make you feel 
better faster. 

The antiviral dmgs work 
only as a prevention, if you 
are sick already, it will now 
cure your flu. 

Flu is not the cold 

Commonly, when some¬ 
one is not feeling good, peo¬ 
ple have the tendency to say 
that he has the flu, but not 
every “flu” is caused by the 
flu vims. 

Cold, stomach flu and 
other kinds of malaise are 
caused by different other 
vimses that cannot be pre¬ 
vented by taking the flu vac¬ 
cination. 

A different type of flu 
every year. 

In countries with winter 
seasons, every year there is a 
high percentage of people 
getting the flu. 

Our island is frequented 
by tourists who bring over 
the flu and expose our com¬ 
munity to the vims. 

The flu vims evolves rap¬ 
idly and new strains quickly 
replace the older ones, this is 
why everyone must vaccinate 


against the flu every year. 

Does Vaccination against 
the flu help increase resist¬ 
ance? 

There are different strains 
of the flu worldwide that are 
being investigated, anticipat¬ 
ing which one will strike the 
present year. 

Based on that information 
a vaccine is then made every 
year. 

Each seasonal flu vaccine 
contains three dead flu 
vimses. 

When injected with the 
vaccine the body reacts to 
these viruses by producing 
anti bodies. 

When the flu vims attacks 
the body, these antibodies 
will counteract and eliminate 
the vims. 

The vaccine cannot cause 
the flu as it consists of dead 
vimses. 

It takes 1-2 weeks for the 
body to create anti bodies; in 
those 2 weeks time a person 
can get the flu. 

Does the flu vaccine help 
prevent the flu? 

Yes, the flu vaccine is for 
89% effective. 

The 11% combats the flu 
if a person already has it by 
diminishing the symptoms. 

The vaccine also mini¬ 
mizes the possibilities for 
complications caused by the 
flu. 

Remember, the vaccine 
does not prevent the cold or 
other kind of vimses. 

The effectiveness of the 
vaccine is clinically proven 

Is the flu vaccine safe? 

Yes, it is safe, because it 
consists of dead vimses that 
induce the human body the 
produce anti bodies against 
the flu. 

The vaccine is rather well 
tolerated; mostly it causes a 
little discomfort on the skin 
when injected. 

This discomfort will dis¬ 


appear within 24 hours. 

Who are at risk for the 
flu? 

Everyone can get the flu, 
although there are certain 
people who are at higher risk 
if they get the flu; it is advis¬ 
able for them to take the vac¬ 
cine. They are: heart patients, 
patients with lung problems 
(like asthma, bronchitis, etc.) 
diabetics, patients with kid¬ 
ney problems and persons 
with a low immunity system. 

They must consult their 
doctor about taking the flu 
vaccine. 

When is person not at 
risk for the flu? 

If a person is not a heart 
patient, has problems with 
lung or kidney, or has a low 
immunity system, there is no 
need for a flu vaccine. 

It is advisable though to 
take the vaccine, if, for exam¬ 
ple, a person is 65 years old, 
cannot miss work for a week, 
or is constantly in contact 
with many people, then, it is 
advisable to consult with 
your house doctor. 

Can children be vacci¬ 
nated against the flu? 

Yes, all children older than 
6 months can be vaccinated 
against the flu. But check 
first with a pediatrician. 

In the U.S.A., authorities 
advice everyone who is at 
risk, to take the vaccine as 
soon as possible. 

In the Netherlands, the 
house doctors automatically 
call all patients older than 65 
years to get a vaccine. 

In the Netherlands only, 
an average of 2,000 people 
die every year of the flu, 
while 20 to 30,000 are hospi¬ 
talized. 

On Amba, the flu vaccine 
is available, through a doc¬ 
tor’s prescription, at all drug¬ 
stores.

Three babies born in trial 
of Tull chromosome’ test 



PARIS AFP) - Three 
healthy babies have been 
born in a pilot study of a 
technique to screen eggs 
across the full range of chro¬ 
mosomes, looking for defects 
that boost the risk of miscar¬ 
riage, doctors said recently. 

It is the first controlled 
trial of a technique called mi¬ 
croarray comparative ge¬ 
nomic hybridisation (CGH), 
which aims at boosting suc¬ 
cess in assisted reproduction. 

These discarded chromo¬ 
somes, held in a structure 
called the ’’polar body,” are a 
mirror image of those re¬ 
maining in the egg. 

CGH examines this cast¬ 
off genetic material. If there 
are too few or too many chro¬ 
mosomes, doctors know that 
the egg is not suitable for use. 


ESHRE said CGH screen¬ 
ing had several advantages. 

In addition, the cell tested 
is taken from the egg at fer¬ 
tilisation, rather than from a 
developing embryo. 

As a result, the technique 
could be a boon in countries 
which outlaw embryo analy¬ 
sis. 

Further, by selecting an 
embryo that has the best 
chance of developing into a 
live birth, IVF doctors are 
less tempted to implant mul¬ 
tiple embryos. 

Nearly four million chil¬ 
dren around the world have 
been born through IVF or a 
related technique, involving 
the transfer of a single sperm 
into the egg, since the first 
’’test-tube” baby, Louise 
Brown, was bom in 1978. 

The Vatican lashed the 
award as ’’completely out of 
order,” given the large num¬ 
bers of embryos that are 
wasted. The Roman Catholic 
church and some evangelical 
conservatives contend that 
human life starts at the earli¬ 
est state of the embryo.

The Westin Art Gallery in 
Palm Beach was proud to 
host the opening of a new 
collection by well-known 
local artist Irene Peterson on

Colors dance in the brilliant 
light! Light that changes th 
the landscape as the day 
changes from sunrise to sun¬ 
set. Nothing stays the same 
and everything stays the 
same.” 

One recurring theme is a 
particular shell she noticed in 
her journey, commenting that 
she wanted to sketch and 
paint it, but with the severe 
rains of last month, she found 
it washed away and gone. “A 
parable for much about our 
lives, don’t you think?” In 
her imagination and memory 
this single shell took on a di¬ 
versity of personas, which is 
reflected in several of her 
works. “Aruba has many 
gems that are small, but when 
you look at them from a new 
perspective, the possibilities 
are endless.” 

These reflections on the 
Aruban environment have 
produced a colorful and 
highly attractive ensemble of 
works, a number of which 
were snapped up on the open¬ 
ing night. The exposition will

ECB warns on currency, 


China hits back over US green 
energy probe 


calls for euro sanctions 



ROME, Italy (AFP) - Euro¬ 
pean Central bank chief Jean- 
Claude Trichet warned against 
excessive currency volatility 
and called for stricter rules on 
European debt, in an interview 
with Italy's La Stampa daily 
published yesterday. 

Trichet also hit back against 
German central bank chief 
Axel Weber, who has proposed 
scrapping a government bond 
buying program set up earlier 
this year as part of European 
efforts to restore confidence 
during Greece's debt crisis. 

And he praised the work 
done by Mario Draghi, who is 
both the head of Italy's central 
bank and the chairman of the 
Financial Stability Board, a 
body set up in 2009 to coordi¬ 
nate international efforts for fi¬ 
nancial regulation. 

Both Weber and Draghi are 
seen as leading candidates to 
replace Trichet once his man¬ 
date runs out as head of the 
ECB in November next year. 

Trichet also stressed the im¬ 
portance of structural reforms 
and debt reduction in Europe 
to improve the prospects for 
growth and create jobs. 

Asked about a possible dol¬ 
lar devaluation, Trichet com¬ 
mented that excess volatility 
and disorderly movements in 
exchange rates always have

adverse implications for eco¬ 
nomic and financial stability. 

"And I consider it very im¬ 
portant that the US authorities 
also recently confirmed their 
long-standing position that a 
strong dollar vis-a-vis the other 
major floating currencies is in 
the interests of the United 
States," he said, according to 
an English transcript of the in¬ 
terview on the ECB website. 

Trichet also stressed the im¬ 
portance of debt reduction in 
the 16 eurozone countries in 



the wake of the economic cri¬ 
sis and called for stricter sanc¬ 
tions against countries that 
break eurozone rules on their 
deficit and debt levels. 

"For us, the proposals of the 
European Commission move 
in the right direction. But more 
ambitious reforms are needed," 
he said. "With the benefit of 
hindsight we know now that it 
is very important to engage in 
quasi-automatic sanctions and 
with an accelerated procedure. 

"Sanctions must be possible 
in the early stages of macro- 
economic surveillance." 

When asked about Weber's 
comments that the ECB bond¬ 
buying program should be 
scrapped, Trichet reacted vehe¬ 
mently. "No! This is not the 
position of the governing 
council, with an overwhelming 
majority. This non-standard 
measure... was designed to 
help restore a more normal 
functioning of our monetary 
policy transmission mecha¬ 
nism." 

Trichet also credited the 
Bank of Italy for the fact that 
the country's financial system 
had proved more resilient than 
others in the eurozone. 


BEIJING, China (AFP) - A US 
probe into claims China ille¬ 
gally subsidises its green-en¬ 
ergy sector will backfire as 
Washington will be forced to 
reveal its own support for 
American firms, a senior Chi¬ 
nese official warned. 

The US alleges that China 
funnels huge subsidies to its 
green technology sector in a 
bid to dominate the fast-grow¬ 
ing market, opening a new 
front in a wide-ranging tussle 
over trade between the two 
giant economies. 

In the strongest response 
from Beijing since US autho¬ 
rities announced their investi¬ 
gation on Friday, Zhang 
Guobao, head of the National 
Energy Bureau, accused Wash¬ 
ington of ploughing billions 
into its green sector. 

"Chinese subsidies to new 
energies companies are very 
small," Zhang said in a state¬ 
ment reported by state media 


today. 

"But the United States had 
subsidised the new energy en¬ 
terprises with 4.6 billion US 
dollars in cash in the first nine 
months of 2010, including 
three billion to wind power en¬ 
terprises." 

The statement said the US 
subsidises up to 2,300 energy- 
related programs, including 
clean-energy projects. 

Zhang speculated that the 
US probe was called to play to 
a domestic audience as Amer¬ 
ica heads to the polls next 
month for midterm elections. 

The investigation was 
sparked after the United Steel¬ 
workers union — one of the na¬ 
tion's largest — petitioned trade 
officials to probe Chinese prac¬ 
tices it claims contravene World 
Trade Organization rules. 

It also accused China of 
providing more than 216 bil¬ 
lion dollars' worth of subsidies 
to green technology makers — 


more than twice as much as the 
US spent in the sector and 
nearly half of the total 'green' 
stimulus spent worldwide, ac¬ 
cording to the union. 

The claims have received 
strong backing from members 
of Congress including House 
speaker Nancy Pelosi. 

"While both China and the 
US must continue to work to¬ 
ward a clean energy future, it 
is long past due for the Chinese 
government to play by the 
rules," she said last week. 

Figures released on Thurs¬ 
day fueled US concerns about 
trade imbalances with China. 
The Commerce Department 
reported the US trade deficit 
with China ballooned to a new 
record in August. 

The politically sensitive 
gap with China expanded eight 
percent, to 28.0 billion dollars, 
wiping out the previous record 
of 27.9 billion dollars set in 
October 2008.

Report; European business to push 
for Taiwan trade pact 


TAIPEI, Taiwan (AFP) - Euro¬ 
pean businesses in Taiwan will 
call this week for a trade pact 
between the European Union 
and the island, local media re¬ 
ported yesterday. 

The European Chamber of 
Commerce Taipei will argue 
that a pact between Taiwan and 
the EU will complement a 
major trade deal that the island 
signed with China earlier this 
year, the state-affiliated Cen¬ 
tral News Agency said. 

The Central News Agency's 
report did not give details 
about the type of measures that 
the proposed trade agreement 
would entail, but the chamber 
has previously mentioned such 
a pact. 


"The two agreements can 
work together as a springboard 
for business, providing mutual 
benefit for all concerned," the 
chamber said last year. 

"Taiwan can leverage this 
to promote itself as an ad¬ 
vanced service center and a 
conduit for business, providing 
an essential hub for European 
business in the region. 

Taiwanese officials believe 
the Economic Cooperation 
Framework Agreement 

(ECFA), signed in June with 
Beijing, in effect means China 
has given the nod to the island 
going ahead with similar agree¬ 
ments with other countries. 

Taiwan has already stated 
its intention of entering into 


talks on a trade pact with Sin¬ 
gapore before the end of this 
year.

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Crocheted coral exhibit carries 
environmental warning 




WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
From afar, a casual viewer 
could mistake the coral reefs 
on display at Washington's 
Natural History Museum for 
the real thing, but in fact, it's 
colorful crochet artwork with 
an environmental message. 

The exhibit is the work of 
some 800 women, and a few 
men too, who hope to draw 
attention to the plight of the 
world's coral reefs, which 
face stress, degradation and 
outright extinction because of 
damaging human activity. 

Participants ranging in age 
from three to 101 years old 
responded to a call for project 
volunteers by organizers Mar¬ 
garet and Christine Wertheim, 
Australian activists with the 
Institute for Figuring. 

The results are captivating 
pieces of work — barriers of 
coral that stand three meters 
(yards) tall, with multicol¬ 
ored strands of wool that 
mimic the curves and curls of 
coral, anemones and starfish. 

Fluffy stubs with threads 


in red and green site next to 
pink and purple structures 
with curling edges that seem 
to undulate as they would in 
the water deep beneath the 
ocean's surface. 

The exhibit is entitled 
"Hyperbolic Crochet Coral 
Reef," a reference to the hy¬ 
perbolic geometry of coral, 
which has so far proven im¬

possible to reproduce physi- 

cally except through the 
medium of crochet, organiz¬ 
ers say. 

"We like to surprise our 
visitors. You don't expect to 
see crochet... in a 
Natural History 
museum," said Bar¬ 
bara Stauffer, chief 
of temporary ex¬ 
hibits at the Wash¬ 
ington institution. 

"It's a good way 
to raise awareness. 
I learned how to 
crochet. I made 
three very small 
pieces I hope are 
tucked somewhere 
and I'm going to 
spend the next few 
days trying to find 
them," she added. 

"Twenty percent 
of the world's coral 
reefs have been de¬ 
stroyed in the last 
couple of decades," 
pointed out David 
Stuart, deputy 
chief of mission at 
the Australian em¬ 
bassy in Washington, as he 
opened the exhibit. 

"If we go on like this we 
will lose the reefs, particu¬ 
larly the very colorful reefs in 
tropical waters." 

Coral reefs worldwide 
face multiple threats from 
human activity, including 
global warming, which raises 
the ocean temperatures to 


dangerous levels, and acidifi- 

cation, which can bleach and 
kill coral. 

Overfishing and pollution 
also threaten the survival of 
the delicate ecosystems, 
which could disappear alto¬ 
gether over the next four 
decades, experts warn. 

"The reefs that I studied 
35 years ago have largely 
vanished and most reefs may 
well be gone by the end of 
the century of sooner, if noth¬ 
ing is done to protect them," 
said Nancy Knowlton, a pro¬ 
fessor of marine biology at 
the Smithsonian Institution. 

"This project is a stark re¬ 
minder that if trends con¬ 
tinue, an exhibition like this 
may someday be the only 
way for people to experience 
the beauty of coral reefs." 

The exhibition, which 
runs from October 16 to April 
24, 2011, carries a serious 
and sad message about the 
state of the world's coral reefs 
and the negative effects of 
human activity. 

But Margaret Wertheim 
said the creative and unusual 
pieces also offer a positive 
message about what can be 
produced by people working 
in coordination and collabo¬ 
ration towards a common 
goal. 

"The reef project is a giant 
explosion of feminine energy, 
a testimony to what women 
can achieve when they work 
together."

Pope Benedict XVI canonises 
Australia's first saint 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Pope Benedict XVI canon¬ 
ised Australia's first saint, 
Mary MacKillop, at a mass in 
Saint Peter's Square in the 
Vatican on Sunday in front of 
tens of thousands of cheering 
pilgrims. 

"She dedicated herself as a 
young woman to the educa¬ 
tion of the poor in the diffi¬ 
cult and demanding terrain of 
rural Australia," Benedict 
said at the ceremony, at¬ 
tended by Australian Foreign 
Minister Kevin Rudd. 

Pronouncing a solemn 
prayer in Latin, the pope also 
canonised Canada's Brother 
Andre and four others from 
Italy, Poland and Spain and 
declared that "throughout the 
Church they be honoured de¬ 
voutly among all the saints." 

Canadian Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Lawrence Cannon and 
Polish President Bronislaw 
Komorowski were among the 
worshippers and six giant im¬ 
ages of the new saints hung 
from the facade of Saint 
Peter's basilica during the 
mass. 

As many as 80,000 people 
crowded into the square for 
the mass. 

"This is awesome," said 
Emilia Mourani, 36, who 
flew in from Sydney. 

'T've prayed to her and 
she's helped me with my 
problems. That's why I'm 
here, I wanted to thank her," 
she said, visibly moved by 
the moment. 

Rudd earlier paid tribute 
to MacKillop as "an extraor¬ 
dinary Australian." 

There were nationwide 
celebrations in Australia for 
MacKillop (1842-1909) and 
her canonisation was pre¬ 
ceded by a series of events in 
Rome including an open-air

Aboriginal dance show at the 
Vatican museum with 
didgeridoo music. 

MacKillop was an inspira¬ 
tional nun and teacher who 
fell out with Australian 
church authorities and was 
briefly excommunicated in 
1871 in a fight over control of 
her order and after her denun¬ 
ciation of a paedophile priest. 

Her fans have also set up a 
Facebook page and a Twitter 
account in her honour. 

Canonisation is only the 
end point of a long process of 
documentation and research 
into the life of would-be 
saints by Vatican authorities 
that often lasts several years 
and must include at least two 
proven miracles. 

Brother Andre (1845- 
1937), a monk from the 
Canadian province of Quebec 
was credited with healing 
powers that were initially dis¬ 
missed by senior clergy. 

The six saints announced 
on Sunday bring to 34 the 
number of people canonised 
by Benedict XVI since his 
election to the papacy in 
2005. His predecessor, John 
Paul II, recognised almost 
500 saints. 

"May these new saints ac¬ 
company you with their 
prayers and inspire you by 
the example of their holy 
lives," Benedict told pil¬ 
grims.

FIFA probing 
World Cup vote 
corruption report 

LONDON (AFP) - A FIFA 
investigation was under way 
on Sunday after a British 
newspaper reported senior 
officials had offered to sell 
their votes in the bidding race 
for the 201 8 World Cup. 

An undercover investiga¬ 
tion by The Sunday Times al¬ 
leged that Amos Adamu, a 
Nigerian member of the 
world football governing 
body's executive committee, 
asked for 800,000 dollars 
(570,000 euros) to endorse 
one of the bid candidates. 

It filmed him meeting with 
undercover journalists posing 
as lobbyists for a United 
States business consortium, 
in which he apparently of¬ 
fered a "guarantee" to vote 
for the US bid in the 2018 
event in return for cash. 

The report also alleged 
Reynald Temarii, a FIFA 
vice-president and president 
of the Oceania Football Con¬ 
federation, sought three mil¬ 
lion New Zealand dollars (1.6 
million euros, 2.3 million US 
dollars) for a sports academy.

Rangers beat Yankees 
to even series 


PHILADELPHIA (AFP) - 
Tim Lincecum outdueled 
Roy Halladay and Cody Ross 
smacked two solo home runs 
Saturday as San Francisco 
beat Philadelphia 4-3 in 
game one of baseball's Na¬ 
tional Feague Championship 
Series. 

The contest was billed as 
a matchup between two mar¬ 
quee pitchers who made out¬ 
standing postseason debuts. 

But in the opening game 
of the best-of-seven series 
that will send one team to the 
World Series, neither Fince- 
cum nor Halladay could 
match his first-round heroics. 

Both hurlers surrendered 
home runs to the opposing 
number-eight hitters. 

Halladay, who threw the 
second no-hitter in postsea¬ 
son history to open Philadel¬ 
phia's first round victory over 
Cincinnati, saw any chance 
of a second no-hitter evapo¬ 


rate when Ross connected 
with one out in the third 
frame. 

Fincecum pitched seven 
innings and surrendered three 
runs on homers to Jayson 
Werth and Carlos Ruiz. 

But Fincecum was able to 
get key outs as the Giants 
notched their fourth one-run 
victory of this postseason. 

"Fincecum, he hung in 
there and he battled and he 
pitched pretty good," Phillies 
manager Charlie Manuel said. 

Two-time NF champions 
Philadelphia lost a series 
opener for the first time since 
they were swept by Colorado 
in 2007. 

"It's tons of confidence, 
but I think it's more about 
winning game one for us, set¬ 
ting the pace," Fincecum 
said. "It was just enough to 
squeak by for us." 

The Giants are seeking 
their first World Series title 


since moving from New York 
in 1958. 

Halladay, pitching on 
nine-days rest, allowed four 
runs and eight hits in seven 
innings. 

Fincecum, the two-time 
reigning Cy Young Award 
winner, gave up six hits and 
struck out eight. 

Fincecum was replaced on 
the mound by Javier Fopez, 
who got two outs in the 
eighth before All-Star closer 
Brian Wilson completed a 
four-out save. 

The Phillies, who captured 
their fourth straight division 
title this season, are trying to 
become the first National 
Feague team in 66 years to 
win three straight pennants. 

Ross put the Giants up 2- 
1 in the fifth when he belted 
a 2-0 pitch to the left field 
seats. 

"It's just awesome to be in 
this situation right now, to be 
able to come here and help 
this team where it wanted to 
be," said Ross, who was once 
a thorn in the Phillies' side as 
a Florida Marlin and was 
claimed off waivers by the 
Giants in August. 


ARFINGTON (AFP) - The 
Texas Rangers won a post¬ 
season home game for the 
first time in franchise history 
Saturday, downing the New 
York Yankees 7-2 to level the 
American Feague Champi¬ 
onship Series at one game 
each. 

David Murphy homered 
and doubled in a run for the 
Rangers, who bounced back 
after seeing New York erase 
a 5-run deficit in game one 
on Friday. 

The best-of-seven series, 
which will send one team to 
the World Series, switches to 
New York for game three on- 
today, when the Rangers will 
send ace left-hander Cliff Fee 
to the mound. Andy Pettitte 
will start for the Yankees. 

As on Friday, the Rangers 
built an early 5-0 lead, and 
this time they were able to 
hold on to it against the reign¬ 
ing World Series champions. 

The Yankees had won all 
10 of the previous postseason 
clashes between the two 
teams. 

The Rangers had lost all 
seven of their prior home 
playoff games, five of them 
to the Yankees in previous 


years and two to Tampa Bay 
last week before the Rangers 
finished off the Rays in 
Florida. 

Colby Fewis limited New 
York to two runs over 5 2/3 
innings and the bullpen 
shook off the devastating 
eighth-inning collapse of the 
night before to preserve the 
victory. 

"Fast night, we didn't get it 
done... We didn't make any ex¬ 
cuses," said Rangers manager 
Ron Washington, who said he 
had no second-thoughts about 
putting the game in the hands 
of the bullpen. 

Yankees starting pitcher 
Phil Hughes entered the 
game with 15 1/3 scoreless 
innings in Arlington. 

But that streak ended 
when Rangers leadoff man 
Elvis Andrus stole home in 
the first inning. 

Texas scored two runs 
apiece in the second, third 
and fifth frames. 

The Yankees' playoff domi- 
ance of the Rangers included 
extinguishing Texas' three pre¬ 
vious playoff runs in the first 
round, in 1996,1998 and 1999. 

This time, the Rangers don't 
appear happy to go quietly.

Federer shrugs off 
Shanghai final defeat 


SHANGHA (AFP) - Roger 
Federer tried Sunday to put a 
brave face on his Shanghai 
Masters performance despite 
losing the final to Andy Mur¬ 
ray in a crushing 6-3, 6-2 de¬ 
feat. 

The Swiss uncharacteristi¬ 
cally felt the gods of tennis 
were set against him in the 
match, in which fourth- 
ranked Scot Murray defeated 
Federer in their second con¬ 
secutive Masters final meet¬ 
ing. 

"Every time it got impor¬ 
tant, it was not going my 
way," the 16-time grand slam 
champion said. 

"You feel like it's a wave 
coming at you and you just 
can't escape it. That's kind of 
the feeling I had today. 

"You don't play with frus¬ 
tration, you just try to play 
decent. But against top guys 
who are in the lead and who 


are on a roll, it's hard to turn 
it around," added Federer, 
who has secured only two ti¬ 
tles this season. 

"I had some chances but I 
couldn't break through. He 
played great and didn't give 
me much." 

Murray's victory denied 
Federer the chance to equal 
the all-time best of 18 Mas¬ 
ters titles held by Rafael 
Nadal. 

But by way of solace, Fed¬ 
erer will returned to second in 
the world rankings today 
after defeating Novak 
Djokovic in the semi-finals. 

With his mind now fo¬ 
cused on this week in Stock¬ 
holm, Federer was 
determined to emphasise the 
positives from his China out¬ 
ing. 

"I had a good tournament. 
I thought I played well this 
week," he said.
